Sow early Asters about the middle of March to set 
outdoors in early May. Where weather permits planting 
out in April, make sowings earlier. Sow into shallow boxes 
or pans filled with sandy loan to which peat moss has 
been added. Cover with 14 inch of fine sand, or soil. 
Water with a fine spray, or by setting in shallow pans of 
water until the surface becomes moist. Set the pans in a 
sunny window, not permitting the temperature to fall 
below 40 degrees. Cover the seed pans with paper until 
the plants begin to show. Young Aster plants should be 
given plenty of light. When they are about 2 inches tall,

transplant into other pans or flats, setting 2 inches apart 
each way. Accustom the plants gradually to cooler grow- 
ing conditions, and set them in the open ground when the 
trees are coming into leaf and severe frosts are over. 
Midseason and late Asters can be started in a mild hot- 
bed, while very late varieties can be sown in a cold-frame 
or the open ground, in May. Transplant into thoroughly 
prepared, sweet and wholesome soil. The more thoroughly 
pulverized the soil, the better the results. Cultivate Asters 
frequently, but rather shallow so as not [to disturb the 
roots. (Recommendations based on climate of New York).

Annual flowers are those which bloom from seed the first season, and die, as contrasted to Perennials 
which, being hardy, live for a number of years. All Annuals are easy to grow from seed and bring to 
flowering successfully. There is no soil nor situation in which some one of these here listed will not flourish. 


® Indicates those varieties suited to Rock Garden planting. 


Soil for most Annuals should be loose, porous, well-drained. [Make heavy soils lighter by adding 
sand, ashes, lime, decayed manure, or other organic matter. Add decayed manure, peat, vegetable matter, 
to dry sandy soil. Poor drainage soon ruins the best planting. 


Starting Seed Indoors means earlier blooms. Most Annuals (excepting Poppies, etc.) can be 
started in boxes or pots which are set in a warm sunny window (a kitchen window always seems to give 
the finest seedlings). Avoid the seedlings becoming spindling by giving them a cooler place, with more air, 
as they grow. Set out when danger of frost is over.
